the compulsor service section of the 
acmy organixation law. 


Some provisions of thai measure, 


•containing references to the .presi- 
dent's power to draft men as noncotn- 
hatants, are pointful to as indicating 
an intention upon the part of congress 
to sive I lie president such power. 


But whether the power is confer- 


red by the army bill or is yet to be 
provided in some other legislation, it. 
is the plan of the government to ap- 
ply the selective draft, system to in- 
crease production, especially farm pro- 
duction, itnd to promote those forms 
of industry which are of greatest im- 
portance to the prosecution 
of 
the 


war. 


I'nder this plan the man who is to- 


day a clerk in a department store or 
some other retail establishment may 
not only be drafted for the army, but 
he may also be drafted for work on 
the farms or in munition factories if 
it is decided that his services are re- 
quired for either. 


Some outline of the policy under con 


sideration is given in a statement pre- 
pared by A. Wv Shaw, chairman of the 
commercial economy board 
of 
the 


Council of National Defense, and pub- 
lished Ln the Kovernmenl's "Official 
Bulletin." 
Mr. Shaw says: 


"It. must be remembered, of course, 


that the nation will need to lake men 
from their present 
normal 
employ- 


ment not alone for the army, navy 
and other branches of the military ser- 
vice, but as well for the production of 
all Conns of munitions and supplies 
which will be needed for the prosecu- 
tion of the war. This is an industrial

the gaps left by war workers as well 
as rifihlers. 


"No matter how 
much 
individual 


economy in consumption is practiced, 
British experience has shown that, ine- 
vitably war wages increase the pur- 
chasing capacity of largo classes of 
people, thus expanding the market on 
a. broad scale. Besides this, the men 


i who have been withdrawn from pro- 
ductive work have to be fed and cloth- 
lr-d"as usual, including the proportion- 
'ate demand for goods from those left 
! in business. Added to all this, the for- 
! eitn demand will continue to grow 
as the war progresses." 


.Mr. Shaw1- statement is addressed 


to the business men of the nation. Tie 
tells them ihat they must prepare for 
increased business in all lines, and 
to do ihis business with fewer men, 
because ihe iucn from now on employ- 
ed in commercial houses ivill be tak- 
en by t lie government for army service 
and work in \ariotis industries.
